New England 


EW ENGLAND'S racing season opened in a 
fashion auguring well for the sport to come 
when a gathering of about 15,000 saw Lynx Eye 
win the Speed Handicap, wagering a total of 
$325,000, exceeding by a few thousand the 
turnover of $321,775 for opening day in 1934. 
And last year’s opener was on Saturday, June 23, 
while the racing in that territory was inaugurated 
this season on Wednesday, May 15. There is a 
considerable difference there. Mortemer Mahony, 
who advises that increases in the play have been 
nected at all the spring meetings this year, ven- 
tures the prediction that the daily average turn- 
over at Rockingham Park will not be less than 
$300,000. It was $296,211 for the first meeting 
last year. Small wonder that a new track, 
Suffolk Downs, is being built near Boston and 
that Lou Smith is considering another at Spring- 
field, Mass., to open in the summer. The recent 
meeting of Lou Smith, Charles Adams and Walter 
O’Hara, in which they reached an agreement 
making for short stands at each track, avoiding 
conflicts in the meetings, was in the nature of 
peace pipe smoking. In addition, one hears that 
some of the equipment may be moved from one 
to another of the meetings, an item of economy. 
Charles Adams is the main stockholder in Suffolk 
Downs, though Walter E. O’Hara has some 
interest there. The latter, it is noted, drew the 
largest number of racing dates, by taking Novem- 
ber, with the best wishes of the rest of the New 
England track heads. The appointment of Frank 
J. Bryan as chief official at Suffolk Downs and 
Mortemer Mahony as tote manager was a move 
in the right direction. Bob Frend figures to be 
the starter. Lou Smith will not offer the daily 
double at Rockingham Park, but is offering 
eight races daily this year instead of only on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays, as in 1934. Manager 
Smith is of the opinion that the double de- 
tracts from the play on the main line and be- 
lieves that winners of these combinations take 
the money away from the track with them, which 
reduces the take. However, Walter O’Hara, who 
announces that the double will be used at Narra- 
gansett, believes that it will prove as successful 
as in Maryland, where his inspection of the 
books convinced him that it increased the turn- 
over. The double, naturally, gives a track the 
take in an extra pool without the expense of put- 
ting on another race. It is popular at some points, 
while at others it has proved a failure. 


Omaha 


HE Narragansett Special should be the best 
horse race of the year. It probably would 
have $50,000 added were only Omaha and Caval- 
cade to accept the weights. America has too 
few races of sufficient attractiveness to induce 
trainers of the top 3-year-olds to enter them 
against the top handicap horses on a handicap 
basis. Such events would do away with much of 
the whoop-la and fuss over 3-year-old champions. 
They can stand out as such, but frequently have 
been proven to have feet of clay when attempting 
the more exacting business of handicap racing. 
That the tracks are coming around steadily to 
the realization that the most money should be 
hung out for the handicaps is indicated in the 
trend in New York, Maryland and the addition 
to the stakes roster of the Santa Anita Handicap,

at $100,000, and the Narragansett Special. If 
Omaha is not beaten in the Withers and the 
Belmont Stakes, and he should not be, then 
what will the remainder of the rich 3-year-old 
stakes prove? Nothing more than already has 
been demonstrated that Omaha is tops of the 
division. William Woodward's colt is very like 
his sire, Gallant Fox, in that he tries to pull up 
and loaf, once he gets far out in front. Omaha 
impresses Old Rosebud as being a trifle handier 
than was the Gallant Fox, but is not at home 
when racing around short turns, or through a 
short front stretch. Again, he could get into 
trouble in big fields, for he is not a speed horse. 
This writer admires him as the best of his age, 
but can never really enthuse over any horse 
that shows any partiality for track conditions, the 
way the course is laid out, distance, etc. A great 
horse is a horse never at a disadvantage, regard- 
less of how a race is run. That is what made 
Equipoise the greatest horse of our time. Six 
furlongs or a mile and six furlongs, mud or dry, 
straightaway or on a figure eight, he could take 
that weight and run his race from the drop of 
the flag or from the quarter pole home. 


White Cockade and Coldstream 


UNNY JIM FITZSIMMONS, who has no 

superior among American trainers, probably 
is handling not only the best 3-year-old, but also 
the best 2-year-old seen in the East to date this 
season. Ogden Phipps’ unbeaten White Cockade 
is a running colt, the sort to make slow tracks 
look fast and good starts look bad. The son of 
Diavolo does not have the conformation one 
would expect in such a youngster, being big and 
rough, nor would one pick him for a speedster 
on bloodlines, for he is by a horse Henry Mc- 
Daniel considers the best stayer since Exter- 
minator and out of a mare by *Sir Gallahad IIT, 
she being half-sister to the Realization winner, 
Nimba, as the writer recalls it. If there is a 
colt in the country that can whip him, and few 
Easterners will be willing to believe that, per- 
haps it is the record-breaking Coldstream, win- 
ner of the Bashford Manor. Alex Gordon's 
charge is a nice colt, else he wouldn’t bear the 
name of so prominent an establishment as that 
of C. B. Shaffer, the colt’s breeder and owner. 
Coldstream is in the Juvenile Stakes at Bel- 
mont Park, and White Cockade is in both the 
Juvenile and National Stallion Stakes. The 
“Johnny Come Latelies” will have to show plenty 
to beat either of this pair. White Cockade has 
the shoulder and front leg of a horse that should 
run well over that Widener straightaway. 


WORK STOCK 

A report prepared by S. R. Speelman, of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, states that the number 
of stallions and jacks licensed for service in the 
United States took an upward turn in 1933 and 
1934, but that the gain was largely among the 
less desirable stock. The low point in the number 
of horses and mules of working age probably will 
not occur until at least two years later, however, 
writes Mr. Speelman. Until enough horses of 
workable age are available to replace those lost 
by death and other causes, the demand for horses 
and mules should be strong and prices good, the 
report says.

Information 


OHN P. NICHOLAS, of New York, was suiflici- 

ently impressed by our notes concerning the 
nonexistence of a work covering the characteris- 
tics of individual horses or the outstanding char- 
acteristics of the better known families (THE 
BLOOD-HORSE, page 579, May 4) to forward them 
to his friend, Hon. Parker Corning, of Albany, 
Member of Congress from the Twenty-eighth 
District of New York, who has just been elected 
to membership in The Jockey Club, with the com- 
ment that the compilation of such work “might 
be a job for some white collar unemployed.” Mr. 
Nicholas has favored us with Mr. Corning’s reply, 
as follows: 

I want to thank you for your letter of May 6, to- 
gether with the article in Tuk Bioob-Horsk. Such a 
book as you suggest would be of tremendous value to 
the breeding fraternity. 

Those who are interested in breeding the trotting 
horse accomplished wonderful things in 50 years; not 
only in looks, conformation, disposition and gait, but 
in more or less uniformity of size. 

The reason for this, as I look at it. was the care and 
thought given by breeders to improve a breed that 
was in its infancy, and it was very easy to know the 
characteristics of the various individuals, as well as 
families. 

In doing this with the Thoroughbred, as you say 
would be a colossal task, due to the enormous numbers 
and the length of time the breed has existed. 

I think it might be a comparatively simple matter to 
give the characteristics of the families, so that anvone 
who has just taken up the subject of preeding wouid 
have at least a general guide to save making many 
mistakes. 

We are glad to have the benefit of the thoughts 
expressed in the foregoing, and we are encour- 
aged to believe that others may give expression 


to their views. 


It would be a comparatively simple matter to 
give the characteristics of the families, if one 
could have possession of the data necessary for 
such presentation. The difficulty lies in collect- 
ing the data. If the men and women who owned 
the great breeding establishments of 30, 40, 50 
years ago were all in the flesh, as well as those 
who handled stallions, mares and yearlings for 
them, and those who trained the produce when it 
left those establishments were alive, the data 
could be collected with a modicum of trouble. 
But so few are now living and so few of those 
who have passed on left records containing the

desired information, that one would be at a loss 
for many facts back of, say, 25 years ago. 

We are, however, willing to make a try at as- 
sembling family characteristics, that they may 
be preserved in the pages of THE BLOOD-HORSE. 

As a beginning, we are asking every person 
who has any authentic information about the 
characteristics of horses of the last century and 
the present century to send us that information. 

If the information is gained from any written 
or printed document, journal or book, we would 
be pleased to have a proper citation along with 
the data. 

This invitation is open to all persons who have 
knowledge such as is sought and who are dis- 
posed to send it in as a gratuituous contribution 
to posterity, such as the forbears of the present 
generation failed to provide. 


Too Much Stabling 


URING the week following the running of 

the Kentucky Derby, we spent portions of 
several days very delightfully with two groups 
of visitors from Texas. In one group were W. 
C. Stroube, H. R. Stroube and J. L. Collins, part- 
ners in the Corsicana Stable, of Corsicana. In 
the other were Mr. and Mrs. Robert J. Kleberg, 
of King Ranch, Kingsville, and John W. Dial, of 
Goliad, also a noted rancher and breeder. Howard 
B. Rouse, young breeder and owner, of Midway, 
Ky., who was a schoolmate of Mr. Kleberg, also 
joined the second group. We visited a number of 
the Thoroughbred breeding establishments in the 
vicinity of Lexington, Paris, Versailles and 
Georgetown, and saw numerous stallions, mares, 
foals and yearlings. 

These Texans are splendid people, who know 
horses, and they were frank in their comment 
about what they saw. They were greatly im- 
pressed with the stallions and mares at several 
of the establishments, but they thought that the 
yearlings at some of the places visited were kept 
too much in stalls, and they are right, but here’s 
the rub: 

At the farms where most stabling of yearlings 
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is practiced, the intention is that the youngsters 
shall go to market at Saratoga Springs in Au- 
gust. For some reason we have never been 
able to fathom, the buyers in the Saratoga mar- 
ket want fat yearlings. One unadvised of the 
situation would think they were buyers of beef. 
If the breeders in Kentucky, Virginia, Maryland, 
New York, New Jersey, and elsewhere, do not 
send them fat yearlings they do not buy. The 
trainers know better, and year after year they 
forswear the purchase of overfat yearlings, but 
annually it resolves itself into the same old situa- 
tion. It is the buyer’s money and the trainer 
must respect the buyer’s wishes, regardless of 
the grief that may follow the defattening process 
after purchase. 

We pass on this thought to breeders for the 
Saratoga market and to buyers in the Saratoga 
market for what it may be worth to them. If the 
yearlings are not permitted to come into that 
market in a more nearly natural state, the horses 
will be less likely to win when they come into 
competition with those which have been raised 
in the big, healthy outdoors, seldom having seen 
a stable or even a shed, until time to be broken 
and trained. 


Western breeders raise their colts and fillies 
that way, and western breeders are becoming 
more numerous and naturally will be more com- 
petitive. 

If Kentuckians, Virginians and others persist 
in sending overfat yearlings to Saratoga, it will 
not be long, in our judgment, until they will find 
those very people who are insisting on having 
them fat turning elsewhere for racing material. 


Our advice to breeders who have been fattening 
their youngsters is that they get together right 
now in an agreement to quit it and to let their 
yearlings spend days and nights out of doors, 
just as if they were going to keep them for racing 
themselves. 

The westerners have not been in the habit of 
paying as much for horses as have the eastern- 
ers, for the reason that until now they have not 
been so needful of replenishment for their racing 
stables and breeding establishments, and for the 
further reason that they have not wanted over- 
fat horses, but more of them are coming into the 
market now. Consequently breeders east of the 
Mississippi river may look to the west with more 
confidence of patronage, if they will raise their 
colts more naturally.

ran away with the milk wagon when he heard 
the clanging of bells. 


Transmutable, 3-year-old gelding, by Trans- 
mute—-Chickie, by *Chicle, which so brilliantly 
won his initial effort at Aurora May 10 and 
scored splendidly in his second start, May 20, is 
an example of the virtue in mating the blood of 
Broomstick and *Chicle and also an example of 
the efficacy in permitting maturity before racing. 
Transmutable was broken as a yearling and 
turned out for a year. 


We had thought the word “incompetency” out 
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of the vocabulary of racing officials, but we note 
the use of it by Dallas stewards a few days 
ago when grounding an apprentice for the re- 
mainder of the meeting. 


Cliff Abbo, press agent for the Cattarinich- 
Eddy tracks, seems to be peeved at somebody. 
“It’s too bad for Chicago racing that there are 
some people connected with the administration 
of the sport who seem to know very little about 
it. We mean one officious individual who would 
run the racing business and who perhaps—at 
best—-hardly earned the price of a shingle as a 
lawyer. ” says he, in The New York Press. 
Now, we wonder if the early closing of the 
mutuels and display of the ‘third sheet’’ at non- 
totalizator plants had anything to do with that. 

John H. Morris, the ever refreshing master 
of Bosque Bonita Farm, Versailles, Ky., was 
extolling the merits of Coldstream and his sire, 
*Bull Dog, in THE BLOOD-HORSE office last 
Saturday. We had just been reading Old Rose- 
bua’s copy for this week, so we asked Mr. Morris: 
“Can White Cockade beat Coldstream?” His 
reply came quickly, without hesitation: “He 
may, if he has wings. Coldstream is a running 
horse. My, but he’s fast.’’ He thinks Coldstream 
has demonstrated that Ben Brush line is the 
nick for *Bull Dog, as Gallant Fox disclosed the 
virtue in the Domino line for *Sir Gallahad III. 


It having been announced that A. M. Orpen 
intends to have $1 mutuels at Kenilworth Park, 
Windsor, Ont., The Cincinnati Enquirer well says: 
“Mr. Orpen will find out that he is making his 
race track a crap game instead of doing anything 
to elevate the sport, and the prediction is made 
here that the $1 mutuel will not last. If $1 is the 
limit of a bettor’s ability to bet, then he should 
be excluded from betting.” 


We hear from informed sources that money 
for betting at the New York tracks is scarce 
thus far this season. 

Belatedly there has been a rush of mares to 
Saxon’s court at Tollie Young’s Creekview Farm. 
Nothing like the advent of a good stakes winner, 
such as King Saxon is showing to be, to heighten 
a stallion’s popularity. 


“Now that the perennial dispute has subsided 
for a while, why not average up opinions and 
call it Dobby next year?” asks The Louisville 
Times. Or, the Bowery way, Doiby? 

“The headache tablet concession at the exits at 
Churchill Downs wouldn’t be a bad _ business,” 
says The Louisville Times. Nor at any other 
track, especially those where the small minds of 
the jockey brigade are permitted discretionary 
latitude in the matter of winning and losing.

Seems as if Estes “riz up and smacked" Old 
Rosebud. Scrapping in the family isn’t altogeth- 
er nice, but, liking a fight now and then, we are 
enjoying this one. When the youngsters have 


traveled as far on life’s highway as we have, and 
when they have been called all sorts of names in 
numerous languages, for having expressed opin- 
ions, the sound of the word “‘claquer’’ may seem 
gentle and euphonious, by comparison. 


Kentucky racing rules require that the starter 
shall daily change his assistants’ working posi- 
tions at the post. Perhaps, it would be better if, 
at every track, they were changed each race. 


If other tracks follow Washington Park’s lead 
and give the public the conversation, via loud 
speaker, at the start of each race, the Holy Name 
Society will applaud, while starters, assistants 
and jockeys will eliminate certain words from 
their vocabularies. Thanks to Washington Park 
management for the innovation.

The auction at Lexington Sales Paddock on May 
2 disclosed an upturn in the market for Thor- 
oughbred horses. The sales of the horses in train- 
ing belonging to the Estate of W. F. Axton (May 
6) and the Estate of Allan B. Gallaher (May 14) 
at Churchill Downs, Louisville, Ky., gave further 
evidence of that trend. The sales of horses in 
training belonging to the Estate of S. W. Labrot 
(May 17) and drafts from the Audley Farm, M. 
L. Schwartz, Glen Riddle Farm, George D. Wide- 
ner, and Shoshone Stud (May 18) at Belmont 
Park, N. Y., were such as to justify the expecta- 
tion that breeders will receive a substantial ad- 
vance for top yearlings at Saratoga Springs in 
August. Only the tops should go to that mart. 
More is to be had for the others after they are 
broken. Of the 68 horses sold on the two days 
at Belmont Park for an aggregate of $118,550, 
average $1,743.23, 53 were 2-year-olds bringing 
a total of $73,200, average $1,381.13. That indi- 
cates that there is profit to be had in breaking 
and selling in the second year. Money is to be 
made by capable men who will go to the yearling 
sales during the summer and autumn, buying the 
cheaper youngsters and breaking them to sell at 
two years old. 


We hear that Capt. Jefferson Davis Cohn may 
buy several horses additional to those secured at 
Belmont Park from the Labrot Estate sale last 
Friday and that Selby Burch may become his 
trainer.

This, from The Cincinnati Enquirer of last 
Sunday, we consider supportive of our appeal for 
fewer important early races for 2-year-olds: 

The English horses have a reputation of lasting longer 
than ours do in this country and undoubtedly much of 
their staying ability is due to the gentle manner in 
which they are handled as 2-year-olds. 

The absence of Algernon Daingerfield, for 
many years Assistant Secretary of The Jockey 
Club, from his accustomed place at Belmont Park 
has occasioned concern among his friends, and 
we hear with much regret that he is ill. We pray 
that he may enjoy a speedy recovery. He be- 
longs to the old school in racing and has always 
been numbered in the good scout class. 

Daily Racing Form (New York edition) got its 
wires crossed when it said the Labrot sale was 
disappointing, if by that it was intended to con- 
vey the impression that the family was dis- 
pleased. We hear the sons were well satisfied, as 
they should have been. It was a good sale.

Betting in Illinois 


ECENT comment in this column, regarding 

the necessity of early posting of final odds, 
and earlier closing of betting, found unexpected 
support a few days ago in a communication from 
an Illinois racing official, who drew my attention 
to the fact that new rulings, adopted by the 
Illinois Racing Commission for enforcement in 
1935, cail for precisely these things at Illinois 
tracks. Under the first of these rules, “come 
back” money can not be accepted less than five 
minutes before the announced post time of the 
race, and the director of mutuels is instructed to 
take whatever action is necessary to prevent 
any person from receiving telephonic or tele- 
graphic messages during this period for the 
purpose of placing “come back” money. Again, 
the racing association must prepare an additional 
carbon copy of the record of mutuel ticket sales, 
this copy to be turned over to the director of 
mutuels before calculation of mutuel prices. 
Further, at tracks which do not use the total- 
izator, sale of mutuel tickets ceases when the first 
horse in the parade reaches the starting gate. 
Since usually from one to three minutes elapse 
before the actual start, mutuel sales are recorded, 
and a copy of that record is in the hands of the 
state before the race begins. The same official, 
who asked that his name be withheld, said: 

It has been urged that such early closing of the 
mutuels causes a great deal of money to be shut out. 
We have a different opinion about such being the 
case. Under the old system of stopping the sales at the 
“off bell” it was apparent that no bettor knew exactly 
the moment when sales would be stopped. Many hesi- 
tated too long to have a “very last look” at the ap- 
proximate odds board. Under the new system, a bettor, 
seeing the parade of horses nearing the post, is able 
to judge just how long a time he has to buy his ticket. 
We believe there is less money shut out under the new 
system than under the old system of closing. 

There are a few tracks, one hears, where the 
odds boards do strange tricks when the field 
reaches the quarter-pole, but, if the above rulings 
are strictly enforced, none of them will be in 
Illinois. Any common, or garden, racegoer, can 
see the immediate benefits of such a system. It 
would, to cite one recent instance, have saved 
Alamo Downs a very first class riot May 11. The 
Texas track made a thoroughly honest error, 
but if betting had closed earlier, and mutuel 
prices had been calculated, the error would have 
been caught soon enough to prevent disorder.

And Now Latonia 

FTER watching a jockey stop riding at the 

eighth-pole at Churchill Downs Saturday, 
and lose, by a length or so, a race he might very 
well have won, I remarked to a Louisville Turf 
writer that the jockey had exhibited really touch- 
ing solicitude for his mount, by not forcing him 
to over-strenuous effort. “Yes,’’ he said, “after 
most of the crack riders left for the East, the 
little children put their heads together, and now 
it’s as bad as Latonia.”” On several other oc- 
casions the writer has heard horsemen, desiring 
to indicate an absolute nadir in jockey con- 
ditions, use the same expression, “as bad as 
Latonia.”” And now Latonia, where Kentucky 
racing moves for a 37-day stay. Isn’t there any 
way the racing public can be assured of fairly 
honest efforts, and fairly clean riding, on the 
part of jockeys at Latonia? There will be 
stewards in the stand, though after watching 
what happens on the tracks, the exact duties of

these officials becomes more and more shrouded 
in mystery. In any case, it was widely reported 
and believed, last year, that a jockey “ring” was 
operating at Latonia, and it is widely believed, 
this year, that the “ring” will be back in un- 
diminished splendor. Being, in racing matters, 
unduly optimistic, the writer hopes to see the 
stewards crack down. But five-day suspensions 
won't help. 


CLAOQUERS

LAQUERS, says Old Rosebud. “Students of 

pedigrees and claquers for stamina,” says he, 
should be pleased by Omaha. I resent the use 
of that word claquers. It charges that any one 
who publicly advocates the breeding of stayers 
is paid for that advocacy. A claquer is one whose 
applause is paid for. A claquer for stamina is a 
paradox. One who urges the production of, and 
opportunities for, stayers is a voice in the wilder- 
ness. No one listens to him, much less pays him 
for his preaching. 

If I have ever complained about the obvious 
fact that the standards of the American Turf are 
declining as regards the improvement of the 
breed of horses, it has not been because I could 
profit by it. My reason for such deploring was 
the fact that, except for a few rich races, too few 
to have any effect on the average horseman, 
neither the breeder nor the owner of a stayer 
has any opportunity for profit. The man who 
owns a good stayer must lose or gain according 
to whether the horse is also a good sprinter or 
not. I make no contention that there is anything 
deplorable about a sprinter, or anything holy 
about a stayer. I merely insist that there is a 
definite and demonstrable decadence about any 
system which steadily lowers its standards as it 
becomes more difficult to maintain them. The 
sprinter is easier to breed, easier to train, can 
race oftener than the stayer. The American Turf 
has drifted in the direction of the sprinter not 
because he makes better sport, not because he 
improves the breed of horses, but because that 
is the way to drift—it is simply the line of least 
resistance. That is, incidentally, the history of 
the American Turf with regard to all its prob- 
lems—it follows the line of least resistance. It 
is invertebrate; it lacks a skeleton; it lacks unity; 
it lacks, in short, character. I do not need to cite 
instances. They will occur to every reader. 

On the question of sprinting and staying, my 
only yelp is that the opportunities for stayers 
and sprinters should be more equitably pro- 
portioned. I won’t be paid anything for holding 
that view. In fact, I haven't any views that are 
very profitable. If I were looking for a paying 
job as a claquer, I would go where the vested 
interests lie thickest. I would lift a few sten- 
torian huzzas for the sprinter. 

This is all aside from the main track of Old 
Rosebud’s paragraph wherein he opined that 
Omaha would suit those who liked stayers, but 
would never measure up to Old Rosebud’s higher 
standards. All I’m concerned with here is that 
he called me and some others a dirty name, with 
less reason than I have ever known a dirty name 
to be used.

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KING SAXON

WO seasons back at Hialeah Park, C. H. 

Knebelkamp—better known as “Pat’’—the ef- 
fervescent horseman from Kentucky, stood looking 
at a field of 2-year-olds going to the post. He had 
no outstanding interest in the race, except, pos- 
sibly, thoughts as to the future of some of the 
juveniles. His attention was attracted by a black 
colt. The black’s looks, conformation and way 
of handling himself caused “Pat” to center his 
interest on the colt. The youngster did not win, 
but Knebelkamp followed him into the paddock 
for the unsaddling and was more impressed. 

“If they run that fellow in a claiming race 
around here,” he said to himself, “he will go to 
my stable unless some one beats me to the claim 
box.” 

It was not long afterward that the black colt 
was entered in a claimer, and for $2,500 “Pat” be- 
came the owner of King Saxon, which now is 
commanding a lot of attention as a worthy mem- 
ber of the best handicap division. King Saxon 
ran only five times as a 2-year-old, winning two 
races. That not overburdened youthful racing 
possibly had much to do with his subsequent 
fame. 

As a 3-year-old last year he won six out of 
seven starts and established himself as a mighty 
good sprinter on the New York tracks. He won 
his only two starts in Florida this year, then 
came on to more distinguished triumphs at Ja- 
maica, winning the Paumonok, the opening day 
sprinting feature, beating Singing Wood, winner 
of the Futurity two years ago and the Withers 
last season, and other horses from which much 
is expected as the season progresses. 

But it was the winning of the Excelsior at one 
mile and a sixteenth and his manner of doing it 
that makes him a strong handicap prospect. 
With 120 up, King Saxon was giving weight to 
some horses of more than average class, made 
his own pace and won by 10 lengths, with the 
rider's hands almost paralyzed by his effort to 
keep from showing up the colt. It was a noble 
effort which at once elevated him to a high posi- 
tion in the handicap division. 

King Saxon'’s engagements at Belmont Park 
are sufficient to establish his rating definitely. He 
has won the Metropolitan, is eligible for the Sub- 
urban and a couple of claimers, engagements 
which it is safe to say he will not fill. In the Met- 
ropolitan he demonstrated his right to a place 
among the topnotchers. Therein he met his first 
acid test and answered the question as only a 
good horse can. King Saxon, in receipt of nine 
pounds from Discovery, two from Ladysman 
(winner of the Suburban last year from Equi- 
poise), conceding four to Singing Wood, five to 
Only One (winner of the Dixie a few days ago), 
nine to Bazaar, and more to the lesser lights, 
broke in front, made all the pace and won by 
half a length from the fast-coming Singing Wood. 

There was contention every step of the journey, 
for Only One was only half a length from the 
winner for the first three quarters. When he gave 
up the struggle at the head of the stretch, Sing- 
ing Wood, under the skillful handling of Wayne 
Wright, was after the leader, but King Saxon 
hung on with bull dog tenacity to land the $7,000 
plus which was the winner’s share. The time, 
1:381;, was poor owing to a very strong head 
wind the horses had to meet in the first five fur- 
longs. It was a sparkling race from every stand- 


point, but there were mixed opinions as to the 
real value of the winner’s effort in his first meet- 
ing with horses of real class. 

Evidently those who had made him an even 
money choice in the speculation, believed that 
King Saxon would take the track as he had in 
more modest company and gallop away from his 
field, but those who look beyond the obvious, 
were loud in praise of the colt’s gameness, in his 
fight through the strong wind from which he had 
no protection, while those behind were, in a meas- 
ure, guarded from it. ‘He’s sure a bull dog” was 
heard from more than one person who knew 
whereof he spoke. 

Discovery finished fourth after having been 
pocketed for a time during the run through the 
backstretch. His effort is worthy of considera- 
tion in a longer race. 

Offers for King Saxon are still being made. 
Mr. Knebelkamp refused $40,000 for the colt the 
night before the race, his price being $50,000 
cash. While the horses were in the paddock for 
the Metropolitan, the offer was renewed with the 
proviso of $10,000 additional as the colt won it, 
but “Pat’’ stood pat—$50,000 cash, or no sale. 
The bidder is said to have been a moving picture 
man, who evidently had in mind the $125,000 race 
to be run at Santa Anita Park next winter. 

Despite the strong, chilling wind, which blew 
across the course, Metropolitan day was one to 
be remembered by the 18,000 persons present, for 
it was a day of intense sport with thrilling fin- 
ishes throughout. The secondary feature, the 
Fashion Stakes, brought a hair finish between the 
Wheatley Stables’ Mag Mell and C. V. Whitney’s 
Savings, while in the other juvenile race the con- 
ditions were reversed, Mr. Whitney’s Piccolo get- 
ting home by a narrow margin from the fast 
coming son of Diavolo, Teufel, in the colors of H. 
C. Phipps.

Jack Westrope was fined $25 for foul riding at 
Churchili Downs May 18. . . Charles Parvin and 
Elmer Deperini rode triples at Dallas May 18. 
. . Francis Polk had the first winner of his career 
on Old Gold Stable’s Susan Miller at Aurora 
May 17. The boy is from Bloomington, N. J., 
and is under contract to E. B. Shipp. . . H. Lind- 
berg rode four winners at Woodbine Park May 
18, three of them being owned by E. F. Seagram, 
incuding the King’s Plate winner, Sally Fuller. 
. . Owen Webster and Ted Wilson, for improper 
practices, were indefinitely suspended at Agua 
Caliente May 19. . . Paul Keester and Wayne 
Wright are tied for American jockey honors, 
through the racing of May 19, each having 90 
winners. Keester has had 392 mounts, Wright, 
403. .. Harold West suffered a severe knee injury 
when thrown from Mim in the second race at 
Aurora May 18. . Don Gray won the watch 
which was the jockey prize at San Antonio. 
Starting the last day in a tie with Ned Merritt, 
each with 130 points, Gray rode two winners and 
a second, while Merritt could get only one second 
place. The contest was decided on points, four 
for a winner, two for second, one for third. 


DOPE 


NEW ATTACK PLANNED 

ONCERTED action on the doping evil is 

promised by a coalition of effort by the 
Racing Commissions of New York, Maryland, 
and New Hampshire, resulting in the setting up, 
at 157 Chambers Street, New York, of a labora- 
tory in charge of Charles E. Morgan, chief 
chemist to the New York State Racing Commis- 
sion. The laboratory, equipped at a cost of 
about $5,000, will handle saliva tests taken in 
any of the three states. Besides its effect in 


curbing doping in the three states, the action was 


looked upon as an expression of belief of the 
commissions that the saliva test has been reduced 
to a sound scientific basis. From time to time 
the charge has been made, by men who wish to 
dope horses, and by men who are misled by men 
who wish to dope horses, that the saliva test is 
not effective, but it has been officially adopted in 
Great Britain, Germany, Italy, Austria, and 
Russia, and has been in use in France since 1912. 
Herbert Bayard Swope, chairman of the New 
York Commission, said: 

The fact that Maryland and New Hampshire are co- 
operating with us in a tri-state bureau speaks for itself. 
It is an expression of their determination, like this 
commission's, to stamp out doping and their belief in 
the scientific certainty of the saliva test. 


DETROIT MOVES 


Joseph D. Frost, Michigan’s one-man Racing 
Commission, took the first step in renewed 
efforts to eradicate the doping evil when he 
reappointed Dr. Edward B. Cavell as veterinarian 
for the Commission and ordered more tests to be 
taken. Commissioner Frost said: 


Last year only 32 horses were given tests. 1 asked 
Dr. Cavell why the number was so small and he told 
ine that he made the tests only when requested to do 
so by track officials. 

We don't plan to test every horse this year but TI 
have told Dr. Cavell that even if he has only a hunch 
that a horse has been stimulated he should act on his 
own initiative and meke a test. I am going to hold 
Dr. Cavell and William J. Dowling, assistant commis- 
sioner, responsible. 

I will back Dr. Cavell and Dowling to the limit. 


The

rather short, and on the leg, but stayed well. Had 
a beautiful head and neck and good temper, but 


his stock were generally very short in both 
temper and wind.” 
C. A., Detroit: Entries for the Kentucky 


Derby are made in the year of running, usually 
in February, when the nominees are 3-year-olds. 
Entries for the Derby Stakes, run at Epsom, 
England, are made when the nominees are year- 
lings. Entries to the 1935 running, which is to 
be at Epsom June 5, closed October 31, 1933. 
There are no restrictions as to place of birth of 
the neminees for either race. Geldings, as well 
as colts and fillies, are eligible to the Kentucky 
Derby. Only entire colts and fillies are eligible 
for the event st Epsom. 


DEATH OF CHENANGO 


George H. (Pete) Bostwick’s Chenango, a stee- 
plechase stakes winner in America and after his 
return to England a champion hurdle racer, met 
with a fatal accident while at exercise recently. 
Chenango, an 8-year-old bay gelding by Haps- 
burg—-Will Return, by William the Third, in 
America won the Glendale Steeplechase in 1932 
and Brook Steeplechase Handicap in 1933. For 
the season of 1933-34 in England he was the best 
hurdle racer, and during the National Hunt sea- 
son recently ended he was again successful as a 


steeplechaser. In several of his victories Che- 
nango was ridden by his adventurous young 
owner. 
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CANADA 


KING’S PLATE TO SEAGRAM 


HAT makes an Ontario Thoroughbred breeder 

proudest is a victory in the King’s Plate 
($5,000 added and 50 guineas the gift of H. M. the 
King, 3-year-olds and up, 14% miles), at Woodbine 
Park. Horses which start in the fixture, which 
is the oldest run continuously in North America, 
having been instituted in 1860, must be “3-year- 
olds and upward, the property of a British sub- 
ject resident in Ontario, foaled, raised and trained 
in Ontario, that have never won a race, either 
on the flat or across country, other than a race 
exclusively for 2-year-olds, have never left 
Canada, and have never been for a period of more 
than three months out of this Province.” The 
satisfaction of winning this popular and intensely 
lecalized fixture had come to the house of Sea- 
gram on 19 occasions when the field went to the 
post for the seventy-sixth running of the race 
last Saturday, May 18. The late Joseph E. Sea- 
gram won the Plate for eight successive years 
(1891-98), and seven times more before his death. 
Then his sons, racing as the Seagram Stable, 
won four renewals in the period from 1923 to 
1933 inclusive. 


This year Edward F. Seagram had two starters 
in the King’s Plate, each a 3-year-old filly. One 
was Sally Fuller (107), whose dam had won the 
King’s Plate under the colors of the Thorncliffe 
Stable in 1922 and had produced another winner 
in Shorelint. The other was Gay Sympathy (107), 
sired by the former good racer Solace. The entry 
was at odds slightly over 4 to 1, the even money 
favorite being the Parkwood Stable of Epicurus 
(3-y-0, 117), Eileen D. (3-y-0, 112) and Listaro 
(3-y-o, 117). The twentieth King’s Plate was 
soon added to the Seagram collection. After W. 
H. Wright’s Worthing (3-y-o, 117) had set the 
pace for half a mile, Sally Fuller moved from 
second place into the lead and drew out to win 
by three lengths. H.C. Hatch’s Chickpen (3-y-o, 
112), by *Chicle, was second, two lengths ahead 
of the other Seagram starter, Gay Sympathy, 
which had a four-length margin over Epicurus. 
Badly beaten were Donstick (3-y-o, 112), Eileen 
D., Worthing, Tax Free (3-y-o, 112), Beechview 
(3-y-o, 112), Listaro, Papalico (133), Goggles 
(117). Papalico was the only horse in the field 
not a 3-year-old. Time, :24, :48%, 1:14%, 1:42, 
1:5525, track fast. Stakes division, $4,040 (and 
50 guineas), $800, $500. :

winners Captain Scott and Trail Blazer. Sally K., 
the third dam, was half-sister to King James, etc. 


ILLINOIS 


AURORA’S LAST WEEK 


HE Illinois Derby, scheduled for May 24, ap- 

pears the chief interest of Illinois racing dur- 
ing the present week, though many were looking 
forward to the opening of Washington Park, on 
May 25, as opening the major Illinois season. No 
accurate line on the starters in the Aurora race 
is yet available, but Roman Soldier and Whiskolo 
are considered likely. Black Helen, the fleet 
Bradley filly, is also in the Chicago section, but 
her connections have been dubious about running 
her against colts since her victory in the Florida 
Derby. 

On May 18, the Aurora meeting attracted about 
13,000 persons, who saw the two featured races 
won in track record time. In the allowance race 
which was the secondary attraction, Friend Char- 
ley equalled the track record of 1:05 for the 514 
furlongs to win a surprise victory for Jewell 
Brothers. In the featured National Billiard Asso- 
ciation Handicap, W. Hinphy’s Dark Woman, an 
Illinois Derby candidate, raced 11-16 miles in 
1:45 to equal the track record, winning by a neck 
from the 6-year-old Joe Flores. The now notori- 
ous Joseph J. G., which has been getting more at- 
tention than he deserves, also appeared in this 
race, reached contention after six furlongs, then 
quit, beating but one horse. 


MORE TROUBLE 


Starters everywhere may be forced to study a 
new technique if an innovation at Washington 
Park this year becomes popular. The public ad- 
dress system there has been connected with the 
starter’s stand, and at the start of each race will 
be switched over to allow the public to listen 
to the starter’s comments. Since racing numbers 
many women among its followers, starters may 
be forced to learn a new set of comments. A 
publicity release from Washington Park said that 
Roy Dickerson, being of a “more placid disposi- 
tion and less pungent vocabulary” than many of 
his trade, would not be greatly handicapped, but 
even so was taking lessons in diction, preparatory 
to the Washington Park opening. 


STAKES CLOSE JUNE 1 


Attention is directed to the advertisement of 
the Arlington Park Jockey Club on the back 
of this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE. The Classic, to 
be run July 20; Stars and Stripes Handicap, July 
4; Arlington Handicap, July 27, and Hyde Park 
Stakes, July 6, are announced to close Saturday, 
June 1. The total added money for the four 
events is $55,000. In addition to these, the 
Arlington Futurity, August 3, and Arlington 
Lassie Stakes, July 13, which closed September 
5 last, are to be decided during the meeting of 
30 days, bginning July 1 and ending August 3. 
The Arlington Futurity has $20,000 added, and 
the Lassie Stakes $10,000 added, making a total 
of $85,000 added to the six stellar events for the 
meeting. If you have not received stakes blanks, 
and want to make nominations, write or wire 
immediately to the address given in the adver- 
tisement. Minimum added money to purse races 
is $1,000. 
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KENTUCKY 


CHURCHILL DOWNS, LATONIA 


ITH a day of racing, the proceeds to be de- 
voted to Louisville charities, added to the 
19-day regular session at Churchill Downs, rac- 
ing at Louisville came to the end of its spring 
season May 20. The last day of the regular ses- 
sion, May 18, was featured by the sixty-first run- 
ning of the Kentucky Oaks, and ideal racing 
weather brought out a crowd that probably num- 
bered above 15,000. Exact figures on the mutuel 
play at the meeting have not been released, but 
the consensus of more or less qualified opinion is 
that the meeting registered a fair advance over 
the 1934 spring meeting. 
Kentucky racing now moves to Latonia, where 
a 37-day meeting gets under way May 25, with 
the Inaugural Handicap featuring opening day. 
This race, which closed May 2 with 29 nomina- 
tions, has $2,500 in added money, and starters 
may include Late Date, Vitamin B., Beaver Dam, 
Brown Toney, Brustigert, Flint Shot. On the fol- 
lowing Saturday, June 1, the principal race of 
the meeting, the Latonia Derby, with $15,000 
added, will be decided. 


TURNED OUT FOR SUMMER 

“Ww. C. Stroube, head of the Corsicana Stable, 
Corsicana, Texas, has leased four four-stall barns 
and 12 paddocks on Walnut Springs Farm, Lex- 
ington, from Jay D. Weil, and this week sent nine 
horses from Dallas to be turned out for the sum- 
mer. The horses are Bien Fait, Wacoche, Polish 
Beau, Croon, Bay Bubble, Gay Bubble, Handy 
Baggage, Bronze Saint and Blue Day. The horses 
are in charge of William J. (Smoky) Smith and 
W. E. Cardwell. Mr. Stroube came from Texas 
and spent the first three days of this week at 
Lexington. He expects to come back in July 
with Mrs. Stroube and then go on to Saratoga 
for the August sales. 


PARADISICAL WINS OAKS 

Pardisical, small daughter of In Memoriam, 
was odds-on favorite to capture the sixty-first 
running of the Kentucky Oaks ($2,500 added, 3- 
year-old fillies, 1% miles) at Churchill Downs 
May 18. Chief opposition was expected from the 
entry of Mrs. Silas B. Mason and A. J. Hackett, 
made up of Mid Victorian, which was making her 
first 53-year-old start, and Tabitha, which had run 
a creditable third to Paradisical five days earlier. 
The running of the race proved expectation 
correct, for Mid Victorian and Paradisical had 
the race between them at every post. The Vic- 
torian filly set the early pace, with Paradisical 
getting into second place as the first turn was 
reached. At this point Tabitha and Mrs. F. M. 
Grabner’s Spanish Babe were third and fourth 
respectively. This order was unchanged until 
the field struck the stretch, when Glenn Fowler 
sent Paradisical swiftly into the lead. Mid Vic- 
torian hung on gamely, and in the last eighth 
was gaining on the leader again, as Paradisical 
tired, under punishment.

NEW YORK 


BELMONT PARK 

EARLY 25,000 race-goers gathered at Bel- 

mont Park May 18, the first Saturday of 
the current meeting there. They saw a fine pro- 
gram, three of the six races carded being stakes 
affairs. They saw *Amagansett double by win- 
ning the International Steeplechase Handicap for 
the second successive year. They saw C. V. Whit- 
ney barely fail to double, when his Savings lacked 
a neck of catching Mag Mell in the Fashion 
Stakes. And they saw King Saxon, C. H. Knebel- 
kamp’s rising handicap star, score his seventh 
successive victory, taking the Metropolitan Han- 
dicap from a high-class field. The Saxon colt’s 
next important engagement is in the Suburban 
Handicap, on May 30, where he may find Brook- 
meade Stable’s Cavalcade with him at the post, 
and possibly also at the finish. 

In the meanwhile, interest at Belmont Park is 
concentrated on the Withers Stakes, principal 
feature of Saturday, May 25. Belair Stud’s 
Omaha is expected to go to post in the mile 
event, as well as six or seven other challengers 
whose owners hope that the shorter distance may 
handicap the Derby and Preakness’ winner. 
Greentree Stable’s Plat Eye qualified handsomely 
for the Withers on May 20, when he gave a sound 
beating to a field which included Foxcatcher 
Farm’s Rosemont, one of the few top 3-year-olds 
which have not competed against the Belair 
racer. The last quarter of this race was run in 
:2625, however, and few believe that this can be 
done successfully with Omaha in the field. Fire- 
thorn, second to Omaha in the Preakness, Psychic 
Bid and Whiskolo are other probable starters. 


MAG MELL’S FASHION STAKES 

The proverbial blanket would have covered 
the first three horses to finish in the Fashion 
Stakes ($2,000 added, 2-year-old fillies, 4% fur- 
longs) at Belmont Park May 18, only a neck and 
a nose separating the leaders. The winner was 
Wheatley Stable’s Meg Mell (114), which came 
from the pacemaker’s position to earn a close 
decision from C. V. Whitney’s Savings (119), that 
.daughter of *St. Germans barely failing to dupli- 
cate the 1934 triumph of her stablemate, Motto. 
Third was C. King’s Glory Greenock (119), which 
was in close quarters through the stretch and did 
not get clear until the last 50 yards. Fourth, 
three lengths behind the leaders, was J. P. Jones’ 
Defiate (119), with Valse, coupled with the win- 
ner to form the Wheatley Stable—Belair Stud 
entry, in fifth place. The others were the Vander- 
bilt entry of Gilt (119) and Springlock (119), 
Bitter Pill (114), Apple Betty (119), Tony’s Wife 
(114), Naughty (119), and Harlem Belle (114).

Those who backed Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt's 
Discovery (130) for the Toboggan Handicap 
($3,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs) 
at Belmont Park May 15 did so successfully, but 
it was because the Display colt’s more lightly 
weighted stablemate, Identify (108), came home 
in front. The race, run down the Widener 
straightaway, saw Identify leading all the way, 
with Jockey S. Renick compelled to drive him 
hard to repulse the continued challenge of San- 
ford Stud’s Ajaccio (116), which was in second 
place throughout. The Man o’ War colt kept 
to his task however, and finished with a length 
and a half to spare.

*Amagansett (143), which won the event in 1934. 
With Rigan McKinney, owner and rider of 
*Amagansett in last year’s victory, in the saddle, 
the Embargo gelding jumped well under restraint, 
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rushed into command on the final turn, and led 
by a length and a half at the finish. J. E. Wide- 
ner’s Bushranger (142) was the runner-up, turn- 
ing in a good performance to take second place 
by six lengths from Greentree Stable’s Jungle 
King (148).

KING SAXON WINS THE METROPOLITAN 


Handicaps whose weights are assigned several 
weeks in advance of the running are now almost 
entirely missing from the American Turf. One 
of the tew such is the Metropolitan Handicap 
($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, one mile), 
which had its forty-second running at Belmont 
Park last Saturday, May 20. When Jack B. 
Campbell announced weights for the Metropolitan 
February 1, he placed Alfred G. Vanderbilt's Dis- 
covery at the top with 127 pounds. Well down 
the list, with 110 pounds, was C. H. (Pat) Kneb- 
elkamp’s King Saxon, a former selling plater 
which had won all but one of his eight starts as 
a 3-year-old in 1934. The following month King 
Saxon came out at Hialeah Park, won two starts. 
For the six-furlong Paumonok Handicap, on the 
opening day of the New York season at Jamaica, 
Campbell gave King Saxon 118 pounds, saw him 
score an easy victory over Singing’ Wood, which 
had 126, and break a 10-year-old track record. 
On May 4, in the 11/16-mile Excelsior Handi- 
cap at the same track, Campbell thought 118 
pounds would be enough for the Saxon colt, but 
to the handicapper’s embarrassment King Saxon 
was made a 3-to-5 favorite and ran away from his 
field to win by 10 lengths. 

King Saxon’s fifth start of the year was in the 
Metropolitan, one of the grand races which Bel- 
mont Park inherited from old Morris Park. Pen- 
alties for his earlier victories obliged him to pick 
up a total of 118 pounds, but even with that he 
opened at 6-5, was backed into odds-on figures, 
closing at 4-5. King Saxon won, but it was a 
narrow squeak, and at the end of the race Handi- 
capper Campbell had a line which should save 
him from further embarrassment in connection 
with the horse. 

After five minutes at the post the field of nine 
got away to a good start. King Saxon, ridden 
by Cal Rainey, went to the front immediately, as 
was expected, and remained there to the end. 


But, though he was under restraint for the first 
six furlongs, he was never in the lead far enough 
to make his backers feel altogether comfortable. 
Mrs. Deering Howe’s Dixie Handicap winner Only 
One (113, including 8-lb. penalty) was in sec- 
ond place, and was partly lapped on the winner 
for virtually the entire distance. Mrs. John Hay 
Whitney’s Singing Wood (114) was a length or 
two back of the two leaders, in third place ex- 
cept for a brief interval near the half-way point 
when Maemere Farm’s Coequel (100) held that 
place. As the field straightened out at the head 
of the homestretch Wayne Wright eased his hold 
on Singing Wood, invited him to go to the front. 
At this threat the jockeys on the two leaders 
went to a hard drive. Just inside the eighth pole 
Singing Wood and Only One were running to- 
gether, a length behind King Saxon. But now a 
new threat had risen. Discovery, which had been 
unplaced in the Toboggan Handicap the previous 
Wednesday, was making a bid. John Joe Bej- 
shak had put the Display colt in a pocket in the 
early running and then moved him to the outside, 
losing ground on the turn. Despite the fact that 
during the last eighth he appeared to be lugging 
in, he was gaining on the leaders as they slowed 
up. As they passed the finish line it was King 
Saxon by a neck, Singing Wood second by a neck, 
Only One third by a half a length, Discovery 
fourth by five lengths. Soundly beaten were 
Sound Advice (3-y-0, 105), Coequel, Ladysman 
(120), Bazaar (109), Okapi (109). The time was 
comparatively slow. Turf writers explained this 
by stating that a stiff wind was blowing against 
the horses in the backstretch, but nevertheless it 
was the last half of the race which was extremely 
slow. Time, :2335, :4714, 1:12%, 1:3814, track 
fast.

HORSE SEES HORSE RACE 

Some curious soul in London took a hunter 
mare to a private showing of a film containing a 
horse race, to observe the effect. Observation 
was not difficult, a row of smashed seats and a 
generally disordered theatre remaining for scru- 
tiny. The mare, dispatches said, stood quietly 
through the earlier parts of the film, but, when 
the race got under way, pricked her ears, whin- 
nied, and started dragging her groom about the 
theatre. She accounted for 20 seats before being 
quieted. 
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NEW HAMPSHIRE 


ROCKINGHAM PARK 


EFORE Rockingham Park opened its 29-day 
meeting at Salem May 15, Manager Lou 
Smith predicted that the successes of the last 
two years would be surpassed. This is a stock 
prediction, recited by all managers before the 
opening of all meetings at all tracks where no 
effort is being made to reduce taxation, but 
Manager Smith meant it. When the mutuel play 
on the first day reached $325,310, his prediction 
that mutuel play would average more than $300,- 
000 seemed conservative. In 1934, when the pari- 
mutuel handle averaged $296,211, the play on 
opening day was $321,775. That day, however, 
was a June Saturday, whereas opening day this 
year was a chilly Wednesday in May. On the 
second day, May 16, $188,592 was handled, an 
increase of about $10,000 over the second day’s 
handle last year. The New Hampshire plant, 
consequently, seems certain of financial success. 
Saturday, May 18, found a crowd of about 
20,000 present for the eight-race program, and 
wagering mounted to about $400,000. On that 
day, for the first time during the meeting, form 
players were able to score, four first-choices 
coming in. The day’s feature went, as was ex- 
pected, to Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt’s Identify. 
The secondary attraction, an allowance race for 
3-year-olds, found W. A. Jones’ Furfiber getting 
back in his class to win a handy and popular 
victory. Fields filled generously, and the track’s 
claim of plenty of horses seemed thoroughly 
justified. 


IDENTIFY WINS EASILY 

Although Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt’s Dis- 
covery has performed thus far below expectation, 
Identify is resolutely keeping that sportsman’s 
cerise and white silks in the winner's circle. On 
May 15, as told in other columns, he won the 
Toboggan Handicap, with Discovery finishing in 
the ruck. Three days later, leaving his better 
known stablemate to contest the Metropolitan 
Handicap, Identify moved to Rockingham Park, 
where the Granite State Handicap ($5,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) featured the 
day’s racing. Under 108 pounds, an impost which 
now seems too slight to stop the Man o’ War colt, 
Identify outsprinted his field to the first turn, 
drew out to a two-length lead, and was never 
seriousiy menaced, though the concluding drive of 
Belair Stud’s Vicar (115), always the runner-up, 
cut the margin in half. Third, a length farther 
back, was Araho Stable’s (Walter E. O’Hara’s) 
Howard (119), with R. Robertson’s Lynx Eye 
(111), winner of the Speed Handicap three days 
before, taking fourth place. The others: Thomas- 
ville (102), Dogmata (107), Teralice (107), Prince 
Fox (116), Dark Hope (114), Collateral (10812). 
Dogmata ran coupled with the winner; Teralice 
and Thomasville made up the P. M. Pike entry. 
The Vanderbilt entry received strongest support, 
a strong second choice being Prince Fox, winner 
of seven of his last nine previous starts, all the 
victories being on Texas winter tracks. Prince 
Fox showed nothing. Time, :241!5, :4735, 1:12, 
1:381;5, 1:45, track fast. Stakes division, $3,950, 
$1,000, $500, $200.

The Granite State Han- 
dicap brought Identify’s successes to eight, his 
earnings to $17,280. 


LYNX EYE UPSETS 


When Lynx Eye (109!2) came out for the 
running of the Speed Handicap ($5,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, six furlongs) at Rockingham 
Park May 15, most of the Robertson family was 
involved. Robert Robertson owns and trains the 
Wildair gelding; Robert, Jr., a son, rubs him 
down, and Alfred, another son, was in the saddle. 
So all the Robertsons were happy when Lynx Eye 
brought the yellow and black Robertson silks 
first to the judges, with a clear length of day- 
light over Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt's Dogmata 
(112). Lynx Eye was away eleventh in the 
12-horse field, and his rider permitted him to find 
his stride in the first quarter-mile, then started 
him up rapidly. At the quarter-pole Mrs. Percy 
M. Pike’s Carisbrooke 98) was still showing 
the way, but at that point both Dogmata and 
Lynx Eye moved on him. Carisbrooke yielded to 
both, and his stablemate, Teralice (108), took up 
the battle. The Terry horse had moved too late, 
however, and though going strongly at the finish, 
could do no better than third, a half-length be- 
hind Dogmata, an equal distance in front of 
Carisbrooke. The heavily favored Spatola and 
Parr entry, Wise Prince (3-y-o0, 108) and Star 
Porter (120) were next, followed by Hug Again 
(96), Prince Fox (116), Captain Argo (116), 
Galon Boy (3-y-o, 98), Dreel (112), All Forlorn 
(100), and Miss Merriment (116). Time, :23%5,

MISSOURI 

RIVERSIDE PARK 

IGHT races featured the opening card at 

Riverside Park, where a 25-day meeting 
opened May 18. Races filled reasonably well, and 
though opening day was cold and rainy, a crowd 
of about 6,000 was reported. The feature, the 
Mae West-Newman Theater Handicap, attracted 
but four entries, and was won by R. McCoy’s 
favored Repaid. Racing was reasonably formful, 
four favorites succeeding. 


CALIFORNIA 
TANFORAN 
ANFORAN’S 25-day meeting was scheduled 
to close May 18, but when that date arrived, 
what with postponements because of track con- 
ditions, and the omission of Mondays from the 
racing program, only 19 days of racing had been 
offered. Tanforan, consequently continued, and 
since no other racing is being offered in Cali- 
fornia, or on the West Coast until Longacres 
opens in June, no date conflict is involved. Fields 
at the San Bruno course have become quite 
ordinary, but from the point of view of honestly 
conducted racing and strong public support, the 
Tanforan meeting has something to congratulate 
itself upon. Pari-mutuel play through the week 
ending May 17 was $415,082, a daily average of 
$83,016. This means that Tanforan is receiving 
almost as much patronage as was enjoyed by the 
more pretentious Bay Meadows track, and ex- 
penses must be considerably lighter. During the 
latter part of the meeting, Presiding Steward 
George W. Schilling went to work on the jockey 
situation, apparently with good effect, and though 
the meeting has descended to such Agua Caliente 
tactics as carding races for girl jockeys (in which 
only one fell off), racing there has been above 
the level of West Coast racing in previous years. 
On May 11, Tanforan race-goers saw the 
fourth dead heat which has been run in America 
this year, when Gerard and Easter Tommy 
crossed the finish line together in the fourth 
race. The dead heat was the first to be recorded 
in San Francisco racing since the death of the 
sport there twenty-odd years ago. 


H. H. BROWN SUSPENDED 

On May 15, George W. Schilling, presiding 
steward at Tanforan, suspended H. H. Brown and 
his entire stable of horses, gave him 10 days to 
appear and show cause why the case should not 
be referred to the California Horse Racing Board. 
On Friday, May 10, Jockey Pete Groos was sus- 
pended for a bad ride on Brown’s Barnsley, and 
in the course of the investigation Groos said he 
was riding to orders, to “wait with the horse” 
until better odds could be had. When Owner 
Brown was summoned, it developed that he was 
in New Jersey, had given instructions over long 
distance telephone. Presiding Steward Schilling 
then issued the suspension. The horses Adobe 
Post, Happy Helen, Bickering, Judge Judy, Penny 
Wise, Silent Don and Barnsley were included in 
the suspension. Adobe Post ran in and out at 
Santa Anita, but an investigation there disclosed 
nothing.

TEXAS 


ALAMO DOWNS AND DALLAS 
EXAS’ racing season came to a close May 18, 
when meets at Alamo Downs and Dallas Fair 
Park ended, both reporting a successful session. 
Officials at Alamo Downs spent most of Monday 
gathering up the ends of the dispute which broke 
off the racing program May 11 with a riot, but 
apparently race-goers were satisfied concerning 
the track’s integrity, since the pari-mutuel han- 
dle, which had averaged $61,119 daily during the 
previous week, rose to a daily average of $69,694 
through the closing week, not including the play 
of Saturday, May 18, which was $130,164, the 
highest figure of the meeting. On May 15 gate 
receipts were turned over to firemen’s and police- 
men’s funds. On the same day, Alamo Downs 
officials reported that all tests for dope had been 
negative, which may be a result of events at the 
earlier meeting, when a doping scandal of fairly 
large proportions broke at the San Antonio track. 
Dallas also enjoyed a _ successful meeting, 
though exact figures are not available. An- 
nouncement by General Manager Julius G. Reed- 
er that purses at future meetings would be in- 
creased was sufficient indication, and Officials 
said that the meeting was the most successful 
yet held at the Dallas track. The Fair Park 
Handicap, which was to have featured the clos- 
ing day’s program, did not fill, and a substitute 
race, carrying the same name, but an overnight 
event, was won by Mrs. A. M. Creech’s Cant Re- 
member, with Charles Parvin, riding his third 
winner of the day, in the saddle. 


W. H. HOSEA SUSPENDED 

Stewards at Alamo Downs, on May 19, issued 
a suspension against W. M. Hosea, suspended his 
trainer’s license, referred his case to the Texas 
Racing Commission, extending the suspension to 
the horse Son Richard and any horses under the 
care of Trainer Hosea, or in the ownership of 
Mrs. Hosea. The penalty was issued as a result 
of infractions of rules 204 and 207 of the Texas 
Rules of Racing. Rule 204 describes the manner 
in which claims may be made in Texas, and Rule 
207 provides penalties for entering agreements to 
claim, or not to claim, other horses, or to prevent, 
by fraud or intimidation, the claiming of horses. 


WIRE SERVICE STOPPED 

On May 17 Attorney General William McGraw 
obtained a temporary court order from District 
Judge C. A. Wheeler, restraining the Nationwide 
News Service, Inc., from operating in Texas. 
Evidence for obtaining the order was gathered by 
Texas Rangers. 


MARYLAND 


STRIKE AT HAGERSTOWN 

LMOST on the eve of the opening of a 10-day 

meeting at Hagerstown, the management 
was faced with threat of a horseman’s strike hav- 
ing for its object the increase of purses from $300 
to $400. Track operators pointed out that al- 
though meetings in recent years have been suc- 
cessful, the track still has an indebtedness of 
$40,000, and is not in a position to grant the 
$7,000 increase which strikers demanded. 

On May 18 Manager Harold F. Bester adopted 
heroic measures. First reports were that 62 of 
the 63 owners on the grounds had signed the peti- 
tion saying that they would not race their horses 


unless granted the increase. Manager Bester 
went personally among horsemen, found that 39 
were simply playing follow the leader, as is usual- 
ly the case with such petitions. These 39 con- 
sented to remove their names from the list. 
Whereupon the remaining 23 were ordered to 
move their horses from the grounds. Some of 
the 23 were then willing to remain without the 
purse increase, but Manager Bester stuck to his 
guns, and about 80 or 90 horses left the grounds. 
Track officials reported that 250 horses were left, 
that others were arriving. Hints of a black list, 
which might result in denying stall room to the 
trouble makers, at other Maryland tracks, were 
voiced by Russell Oakes, in The Baltimore Eve- 
ning Sun.

SECOND TRACK PLANNED 

EFINITE plans for a second race course in 

Massachusetts were announced May 19 by 
Lou Smith, manager of Rockingham Park and 
Epsom Downs.

Manager Smith said that the plant would be 
similar in construction to the course at Houston, 
Texas. The official family of Rockingham Park 
will operate the Agawam plant, it was an- 
nounced. 


MAY BE STILL RUNNING 

Disappearance of four horses and a stable boy 
from the race track at Aurora left Owner M. I. 
Warren, of Miami, Fla., wondering whether what 
news writers called “horsenaping,” or old- 
fashioned horse stealing, was to blame. The 
Thoroughbreds disappeared May 18, and on the 
following day no ransom demands were received, 
leaving the latter alternative as the more likely. 
The missing animals were Non Partisan, Brisky 
Hay, Donald A., and Gov. Fitz. 


ENGLISH CLAIMING RULING 

Stewards of the National Hunt Committee 
(England), recently passed a ruling that every 
claim of a horse must be accompanied by a fee 
of five pounds, and must be made within five 
minutes after the winner has weighed in, instead 
of the quarter-hour previously allowed. The fee 
will be given to charity or accident funds.

LONGACRES 


PENING June 14, for 59 days of racing, the 
Longacres race track, near Seattle, is pre- 
paring for its third summer racing season. Purses 
have been increased over last year’s figures, with 
a $400 minimum and two $600 races daily.

LEGISLATION 


ALABAMA 

EPRESENTATIVE COLEMAN, of Marshall 

County, introduced in the House of the Ala- 

bama Legislature at Montgomery, May 17, a bill 
authorizing horse racing with pari-mutuel pool- 
ing under control of a commission of three mem- 
bers. The chairman of the commission would re- 
ceive $1,800 annually and each of the others 
$1,200 annually. Revenue accruing from the tax 
would go 90 per cent to the general fund of the 
State and 10 per cent to the Department of Agri- 
culture to encourage and improve the breeding of 
live stock. 
CALIFORNIA 

After sportsmen from all over California had 
spoken against the measure, the Olsen bill, calling 
for a 2 per cent increase in the State’s take from 
pari-mutuel pooling, was killed by the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee. The bill also provided that 
the tracks’ share ~ cut from 8 to 6 per cent. 
NEW JERSEY 

Another bill which would place the legalization 
of pari-mutuel betting before the voters of New 
Jersey was before the Senate May 14, following 
its passage by the House, by a vote of 32 to 25. 
Two similar measures have been defeated during 
the current session of the New inant gpa:
